WATER POLLUTION CLEAN UP ANI) ABATEMENT A~COUNT (CAA)

WHEREAS:.

There is documentation of unsafe levels of bacterial contamination in
Mission Bay from various known and unknown sources.

Mission Bay is a major recreational water body visited by millions of

people each year.

Recreational users of the water of Mission Bay can be exp9sed to viruses
and pathogenic bacteria that threaten human health.

Mission Bay is currently on the 303( d) list for impaired water bodies and
does not meet water quality standar~s for swimming and fishing.

The SDRWQCB and the City of San Diego are committed to work in
partnership to address bacterial contamination in Mission Bay and to
develop the most effective and efficient measures to abate and control

contamination.

6. The SWRCB and the nine Regional Boards are responsible for ensuring
that the surface waters of the State are safe for drinking, fishing,
swimming and supporting healthy ecosystems and other beneficial uses

(see Goal #2 in draft Strategic Plan).

THEREFORE BE ITRESOL VED THAT:

The State Water Resources Control Board

Approves the SDRWQCB request for $975,300 to fund the identification
of the presence and source(s) of pathogenic viruses and bacteria in the
recreational waters of Mission Bay and associated threats to human health.
